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F. W. PESCHKE. 

F. W. Peschke was born in Saxony, September i8, 1826. At the 
age of twenty years he came to the Uinited States. He spent some 
time at New Bedford, and, later at Cincinnati. In April, 1852, he 
sailed via the Isthmus for California. He engaged in business for 
a while at Sacramento, and from there he went to Weaverville in 
1854, where he opened the Union hotel. He sold out in 1857, and 
then went to Trinity River, buying mining property, including a 
water privilege, etc., doing a good business, but losing everything 
by the great floods of November, 1861. The next year he went to 
British Columbia and the Carriboo mines. After enduring many 
hardships he finally returned to Portland, Oregon. 

In the spring of 1863 he went to the Boise mines in Idaho, where 
he met with some success at mining. In the fall of 1864 he returned 
to San Francisco. Finally, in 1865, after many vicissitudes, he came 
by steamer to Wilmington and passed through Los Angeles on his 
way to Arizona, but because of the hostiUty of the Indians, he re- 
turned to Los Angeles and engaged as clerk with Don Mateo Keller, 
the wine merchant and vineyardist, with whom he remained six 
years. Afterward he carried on a mercantile business on his own 
account until 1877, when he sold out and retired from active busi- 
ness. 

In 1876 he visited Europe, spending a year in travel. In January, 
1879, Mr. Peschke married Miss Emilia Burckhardt, a native of 
Baden, Germany. Mr. Peschke died June 6, 1906, in his eightieth 
year. 

Mrs. Peschke died only a few weeks after her husband. 

A son and a daughter survive them. 
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
